FISHING  REGULATIONS 

The  Cook  County  Forest  Preserve  District  works  closely 
with  the  Illinois  Diepartment  of  Conservation  in  managing 
these  waters  for  hook  and  line  fishing.  With  one  major  ex¬ 
ception,  State  rules  and  regulations  hold  true  for  fishing  in 
the  preserves.  The  exception:  Bow  and  arrow  fishing  for 
rou^  fish  is  not  permit^  in  the  preserves.  All  waters  in 
the  forest  preserves  are  designated  fish  preserves. 
Fishermen  are  limited  to  two  lines  with  no  more  than  two 
hooks  per  line  and  no  trolley  lines. 

A  v£^d  Illinois  hook  and  line  fishing  license  is  required 
except  for  persons  that  are  under  16,  disabled  or  blind,  or 
over  65  years  of  age.  In  addition,  anyone  required  to  have 
a  valid  fishing  license  must  have  a  State  trout  and  salmon 
stamp  when  fishing  for  trout  within  the  Forest  Preserve 
District  trout  lakes. 

Daily  limits,  length  limits  and  closed  seasons  have  been 
removed  from  all  fish  found  in  forest  preserve  waters, 
with  three  exceptions.  These  are:  no  more  than  6 
largemouth  bass  or  smallmouth  bass,  regardless  of  size, 
may  be  taken  in  one  day;  no  more  than  3  northern  pike 
may  be  taken  in  one  day  (and  these  must  be  24  inches  long 
or  longer) ;  and  no  more  than  5  trout  may  be  taken  in  one 
day.  Use  of  minnow  seine  is  not  allowed  except  in  the  Des 
Plaines  River  for  bait  collecting. 

Ice  Fishing  is  permitted  on  designated  forest  preserve 
lakes  during  winter  months  when  tte  ice  has  become  4  or 
more  inches  thick.  Public  announcements  are  made  in  the 
news  media  when  conditions  permit  such  fishing  and 
which  lakes  are  open  during  each  year. 


ILLEGAL  ACTIONS 

It  is  unlawful  to  release  any  fish  (including  minnows  or 
goldfish)  in  any  Cook  Coimty  waters,  except  in  the  Waters 
from  which  they  were  taken,  without  having  first  secured 
permission  from  the  Conservation  Department  of  the 
Cook  County  Forest  Preserve  District. 

It  is  illegal  to  abandon,  deposit  or  throw  any  wire,  can, 
bottle,  gl^s,  paper,  trash,  rubbish,  cardboard  iMxes, 
wood  cartons,  trees,  parts  of  trees,  brush  or  other  in¬ 
soluble  material  (includ^  animal  or  vegetable  material) 
into  the  waters  or  on  the  ice  of  any  waters  of  the  County,  or 
in  any  place  on  the  bank  of  waters  in  the  Coimty,  where  it 
shall  be  liable  to  be  washed  into  the  waters  by  storms, 
floods  or  other  causes.

Suffered  a  complete  kill  of  major  game  fi^es  in  1976-77 
winter.  Bluegill,  bullhead  and  carp  available.  Will  have 
the  fish  pop^ation  renovated  in  1978. 

MAPLE  LAKE:  Located  on  the  S.  side  of  95th  St.,  %  mile 
W.  of  Willow  Springs  Rd.  ( 104th  Ave. ) .  Four  parking  areas 
around  the  lake.  Itowboat  rental  for  fishing  and  pleasiire 
at  the  W.  parking  lot  off  of  Wolf  Rd.  from  April  through 
October.  Area  55  acres.  Depths  to  22  feet.  Can  be  reached 
by  the  Valley  Transit  Bus  Line  on  Rt.  171  to  95th  St.  Fish 
population  renovated  and  shoreline  repaired  in  1975.

SAG  QUARRY  WEST:  Same  location  as  Sag  Quarry  East 
except  on  W.  side  of  Old  Archer  Ave.  Area  of  15  acres. 
Deptos  to  9  feet.  Quarry  suffered  a  serious  winter  kill  in 
1976-77.  Area  closed  to  all  fishing  for  reestablishment  of 
new  fishery.  Depth  contour  map  available. 

SAGANASHKEE  SLOUGH:  Along  107th  St.,  W.  of  Willow 
l^rings  Rd.  (104th  Ave.),  parking  on  E.  and  W.  ends  of 
slough;  area  325  acres.  Depths  to  10  feet.  Wide  area  of 
weedy  shallows.  This  slough  had  a  large  winter  fish  kill 
nearly  eliminating  the  bass  population  and  larger  bluegill 
and  crappie.

Seven  inter¬ 
connected  lagoons  with  a  total  area  of  190  acres.  Depths  to 
9  feet.  Private  rowboats,  sailboats  and  canoes  are 
allowed.  Launching  ramp  S.  of  Tower  Rd.,  E.  of  Edens 
Expressway.  Rough  fish  mainly. 

TAMPIER  LAKE:  Between  Wolf  and  Will-Cook  ^ ds.,  S. 
of  131st  St.  Area  160  acres.  Depths  to  15  feet.  Largemouth 
bass,  northern  pike,  bluegill,  sunfishes,  crappie,  bullhead, 
carp.  Boat  Rental  at  W.  end  of  the  lake  off  of  Will-Cook  Rd. 
Depth  contour  map  is  available. 

TUMA  LAKE:  E.  of  Willow  Springs  Rd.  (104th  Ave.),  1 
mile  S.  of  95th  St.,  no  parking  except  along  road  at  Joe’s 
Pond.  Largemouth  bass,  bluegill,  sunfishes,  bullhead. 

TURTLE  HEAD  LAKE:  One  and  one  quarter  mile  S.  of 
Palos  Heights  on  the  W.  side  of  Harlem  Ave.  Area  12 
acres.  Depths  to  15  feet.  Largemouth  bass,  bluegill, 
crappie,  sunfishes,  bullhead.  Depth  contour  map  is 
available. 

WAMPUM  LAKE:  One  mile  E.  of  Thornton,  N.  off  of 
Thomton-Lansing  Rd.  Area  35  acres.  Depths  to  14  feet. 
Largemouth  bass,  bluegill,  smallmouth  bass,  simfishes, 
channel  catfish,  bullheads.  Depth  contour  map  is 
available.
